Nobody need never stnrro wlion 
whales aro In season. A few of them 
would provision ft city for along siege. 
Fortunatoly, as tho world grows older, 
it learns to Judge more fairly of 
neglected kinds of provision*. It is a 
pity that tho Iruo value of whale flesh 
tins not been discovered Irttip ago. How 
nit 11 V poor famttiui might have been 
amply fed If only "whato extract" had 
como lata fashion years back. Gour- 
mands should also show I lm I r gratitude 
for the gilt of a fresh flavor. It must 
be admitted, with rogrot, but without 
hesitation, that tho list of ordinary 
articles of food is very limited, and 
that beef nnd mutton are apt to become 
monotonous, aud even varied with Ash 
nnd poultry, and all tho eatable fruits 
ot the earth as well.
